To prepare stone for coloring and gild- 
ing. When the stone is to be retained for a 
ground, melt one ounce of pure white wax 
adding sufficient turpentine to reduce it to the 
consistency of milk. To this add French oil 
varnish to make your wash flow easily and a 
little prepared 6ugar of lead to make it dry flat. 
Apply warm with a large brush. 

Bronze varnish for statuary. Cut best 
hard soap, fifty parts, into flue shaving, dis- 
solve in boiling water two parts, to w*hich add 
the solution of blue vitriol, fifteen parts, in 
pure water, sixty parts. Then wash the soap 
with water, dry at a very 6low heat, and after 
dissolving it in spirits of turpentine, apply. 

A room entirely faced with terra cotta, 
including floor, which simulates a fringed car- 
pet and a handsome fireplace, has a parlor suit 
of the same material, richly molded. The 
walls are adorned with brackets and relief 
plaques in terra cotta. 

The great art of constructive decoration 
lies in a proper balancing of straight, inclined 
and curved lines. In the German kindergarten 
the pupils are furnished with rings, half-rings 
and straight lines to imitate prepared designs, 
an excellent practice. 

The wrinkling of varnish upon paint is 
frequently attributed to the bad quality of the 
varnish, when the true cause is that the paint 
has been insufficiently oxydized; in other words, 
incompletely solidified. 

Natural leaves, 6prays and grasses may 
be beautifully frosted by dipping them in a 
solution of gum arabic, and sprinkling them 
with powdered glass. 

To extract grease from papered walls, 
rub the spots once or twice with a flannel 
dipped in spirits of wine. 

Woods with strongly defined grain are to 
be avoided in carving.

Names of colors. The vocabulary of 
colors is constantly being modified, owiDg to 
the many effects brought out by the blending 
of tones by two or more hues that are techni- 
cally indescribable. Accordingly, there is no 
resort but that of adding some descriptive, 
qualifying term to the predominant tint. A 
perfect vocabulary may be the dream of French 
scientists, but it would be burdensome to the 
memory and useless for practice. Pure colors 
must continue to supply the descriptive key- 
note to crude tones. 

Card wood ornamentation. Architectural 
recesses in facades of buildings may be actually 
adorned with ornamented cardboard if the 
edges be duly protected by suitable frame and 
the surface be gilded, the leaf being laid in 
water size. The gilded ground having received 
color ornamentation must be carefully glazed. 
The work will last for years. 

There is a strong reaction from the 
Eastlake idea as to the rectangular treatment 
of wood in legs of chairs, consoles, etc. Seeing 
that legs really support the upper structure, 
there is no reason why they should not take any 
curve, or swell out or incline inward, in any 
forms that in themselves are graceful and 
pleasing. 

Polishing: small surfaces of hard wood. 
Fill with shellac, dry by heat, rub down with 
pumice, then put on two coats of clear copal 
varnish and rub down, hardening each in an 
oven ; then allow a flowing coat. For colored 
grounds, alcoholic varnish with any suitable 
pigment may be used. 

Pleasingly attractive effects in painting 
may be produced on vases of roughly-grouud 
glass, particularly with, metallic colors.

who indulge in water-color paint- 
ing may put their art to good account by encir- 
cling the head and bust of photographs with a 
circular rim of cardboard, with band of gold 
on the circumference, from wnich stretch in- 
ward wavy irregular borders of fretted work ; 
tbis succeeded by a lighter shade on rest of 
surface, on which, in delicate tints, are sketched 
a few bright flower*. The inner circle may also 
have a simple dotted border. Such a design, 
suitably framed, marvelously lightens up the 
portrait. 

Spanish, Cuban and Honduras are the 
three kinds of mahogany used by cabinet- 
makers, and valued in the order named. Hon- 
duras has little artistic value. Cuban is inferior 
to the two others in figure, luster and color. 
The rarest mottle in Spanish is peacock, ap- 
proaching in appearance bird's-eye maple. In 
" fiddle mottle " the waves run across in regula 
lines. In ordinary mottle, that most admired, 
shows light and dark waves of grain, breaking 
up and clashing with each other. 

New plastic materials are being constantly 
patented for decorative application to wall . 
Those alone which will find favor are such as 
are capable of assuming exquisite sbarpnes- 
and fineness of outline, and which may be 
stamped in any degree of relief, falling short 
only of the round itself, and which will retain 
permanently the forms impressed on them, not 
yielding to clamp and other fortuities liable to 
affect exposed ornaments. 

Wood carvings. No better subjects can 
be selected for carving in wood oval frames of 
pictures and screens than wild flowers .such as 
i he jessamine, honeysuckle, vild rose, tulip, 
chrysanthemum and lily-of-the-valley ; the care- 
less grace of their forms only requiring skillful 
grouping; they supply, also, excellent .sugges- 
tions for bracket supports. 

Flock and satin wall papers. In flock 
papers dyed wools, minced into powder, are 
dusted over the surface of the material so as to 
adhere to the pattern; powdered stearite or 
French chalk Is similarly applied to produce 
the peculiar gloss known under the name of 
satin. 

Ink lines requiring erasure in the tracing 
of designs, are. best removed by rubbing with a 
piece of finest sand paper, the edges of wbich 
have been turned up so that it assumes a 
button form. 

A plain lavender cloth, laid on a pillar 
supporting a marble bust, a bronze statuette or 
ceramic vase, and falling a short distance over 
in natural folds, has a fine statuesque effect, 
and aids also in setting off the ornament. 

Fruit and leaf patterns, the outlines of 
form vaguely filled in, and the colors arbitrary, 
hues subdued and rich, are just now very 
acceptable for carpets. 

Among new carpet importations is the 
Anglo-Indian, consisting of seamless squares, 
with double borders, and similar to the hand- 
loom products of India. 

To polish mahogany, walnut, etc., dis- 
solve bees-wax by heat in spirits of turpentine 
until the mixture becomes viscid, then apply, 
rubbing thoroughly with a woolen cloth. 

Stoves are being made with moveable fire, 
boxes, an arrangement by which these can be 
conveniently cleaned and charged.

A curious savings bank. Some years 
ago an old wooden bridge spanned the Schuyl- 
kill River, at the foot of Penn street, Read- 
ing, Pa. In the course of time a more sub- 
stantial structure was deemed necessary, and 
the timbers of the old bridge were carefully 
taken apart, and reserved for use in repairing 
and rebuilding the smaller county bridges. 
While preparing some of this old timber for its 
new use, a few days ago, it became necessary 
to saw off several feet from a heavy piece, 
which was to be used as a girder in a small 
bridge under contemplation. When the end 
portion dropped to the ground, the workman 
was astonished to hear a jingling sound as of 
gold and silver coin. A summons of such 
good omen insured a speedy investigation, 
which resulted in finding eagles, half-eagles, 
silver dollars, halves and quarters mixed toge- 
ther in careless confusion. The source of 
supply was found in a section about eighteen 
Inches in length and five inches deep, which 
had been hollowed out of the log with auger 
and chisel. An inch-thick cover had been 
fitted over the opening so cleverly, and sealed 
with so muck care, that detection other than 
accidental was hardly possible. The treasure 
had been confined in a home-knit woolen 
stocking, and as the saw cut off the toe, a part 
of the contents was discharged. 

The value of the deposit, though reported 
to be considerable, was not made public. The 
money was probably hidden away a* number 
of years ago, as specimens of three, five, ten, 
twenty-five and fifty-cent 6crip, nicely folded 
up in a piece of writing paper, were among 
the contents. Not a line indicated the owner- 
ship. The question of possession is conse- 
quently divided as to whether it should go to 
the workman who discovered it, the owner of 
the timber, or the county. The finder prob- 
ably inclines to the first suggestion.— Scientific 
American.
